IT RAINED goals at Westpac Sta- 
dium on Friday night as the Wel- 
lington Phoenix opened their 
Hyundai A-League 2010/11 cam- 
Paign with a 3-3 draw against 
Gold Coast United in wet and 
difficult playing conditions. 

Played in front of an 8398-strong 
crowd, the weather could not dampen 
the spirits of the home side for much of 
the match, but the visitors did with an 
87th-minute equaliser after the Phoe- 
nix had held a 3-1 lead 10 minutes into 
the second half. 

The Phoenix had to work hard for 
their one competition point, earned 
on the back of a dogged team effort 
spearheaded by a Chris Greenacre 
brace and a Paul Ifill special. 

The Phoenix got off to a perfect start 
in the sixth minute when, from a Leo 
Bertos cross, Ifill controlled the ball at 
the top of the penalty box before send- 
ing a left-foot strike past Gold Coast 
goalkeeper Glen Moss. 

Gold Coast’s Zenon Caravella almost 
levelled before the hometown fans re- 
sumed their seats —his right-foot drive 
from distance hitting Phoenix goal- 
keeper Mark Paston’s left-hand post. 

The persistent rain began making 
a mark midway through the first half 
as the ball either held up or skidded 
on and the players struggled to retain 
their feet. Gold Coast defender Dino 
Djulbic was yellow carded for delib- 
erate handball in the 17th minute and 
moments later Paston congratulated by 
teammates for getting a hand to deflect 
astrike on goal from the visitors. 

The Gold Coast deserved their equa- 
liser in the 36th minute when former 
hometown hero Shane Smeltz headed 
home from a perfectly weighted Jasorr 
Culina freekick. But their celebrations 
barely lasted a minute as the Phoenix 
regained the lead courtesy of Greena- 


cre, who tapped home from close 
range. From a comer the ball rico- 
cheted off players before finding Tim 
Brown’s head inside the six-yard box 
and then Greenacre’s boot. 

Joel Porter missed a golden chance 
to equalise for the visitors early in the 
second stanza when he rounded Pas- 
ton but delayed his shot into an empty 
net long enough for Ben Sigmund to 
clear to safety. 

The Phoenix took control of the 
maich in the 55th minute when Green- 
acre balanced beautifully to volley 
home from close range after latching 
on to a deflection from Dylan Macal- 
lister following a quickly taken free 
kick. 

Paston was on hand on the hour to 
combine with his left post, the condi- 
tions and then a desperate parry while 
on the ground for Smeltz to be twice 
denied. 

However, Smeltz bagged his brace 
with 16 minutes remaining when he 
slotted home after a penetrating run by 
Culina into the Phoenix penalty area. 

Greenacre, with a deflected header on 
goal, and Ifill, with a strike across the 
face of the goal, came close to secur- 
ing the win before Gold Coast pressed 
again and equalised in the 87th minute 
through a pinpoint Culina header. 

The Phoenix’s next game is against 
the Central Coast Mariners at Westpac 
Stadium on Sunday, August 22.

North Queensland Fury showed 
their new steely self-belief with a 
2-1 defeat of Sydney FC at Dairy 
Farmers Stadium on Saturday 
night.

First home game for the Mari- 
ners in Season Six but the 
question in many minds was:

Pan- 
tellis slid two very dangerous balls 
between the far post and the on- 
rushing Van Dyke and the Mariners 
were probably lucky to survive. 

It was about to get worse. First, 
a superb switch from Cassio picked 
out Pantellis whose shot from a dif- 
ficult angle was bound for the top 
corner until brilliantly tipped over 
by Jess Vanstrattan, who would 
reasonably have been expecting a 
cross. Then, a minute into injury 
time, Pantellis’ free kick from the 
right found Ian Fyfe being ignored 
by markers — he couldn’t miss from 
six yards, and there was barely time 
to kick off again before the half 
time whistle blew. 

Adelaide’s lead was marginally 
deserved. The Reds‘ certainly had 
the better of the last 20 minutes, 
but the game hadn’t really got out 
of second gear. That was about to 
change. Enter Matt Simon and 
Michael McGlinchey (neither of 
whom had had much impact in the 
first 45) to see the Mariners take 
control of the midfield and the pres-

sure rose as the Mariners went after

The pressure increased again when 
Graham Arnold made a double 
change on the hour mark — bring- 
ing on Bojic and Griffiths for Porter 
and ‘Kwasnik, with Simon moving 
forward. Suddenly the urgency was 
there and the simple pass and move 
game was paying dividends, and fi- 
nally the crowd were brought into 
the game.

nated the last 20 minutes. Hutchin- 
son’s volley on the turn was well 
saved by Galekovic, and Bozanic’s 
ambitious volley from the edge of 
the box would not stay down. Then 
finally. the Mariners had their goal 
with only five minutes of normal 
time left. After failing to perfectly 
control Mrdja’s ball on the edge 
of the box, Bozanic kept his head 


and_instead of lashing at the half 
chance, swept the ball left to Matt 
Simon who finished neatly at the 
near post. 

Tt was no less than the Mariners 


“deserved and after that they might 


easily have won it. Bojic did well 
to twist his way into the box and 
shot weakly off balance when he 
had a screaming MatteSimon in 
space. Then in the dying minutes, 
came one of the main points of 
contention. Mullen failing to con- 
trol a bouncing ball let it bounce up 
and strike him on the right hand in 
front of his own goal. Ninety-nine 
times out of a hundred, such inci- 
dents result in a penalty, but Mr 
Griffiths Jones officiating in his 
second A-League game deemed it 
non-deliberate. Despite the howls 
of protest, I for one agreed with the 
referee. The laws of the game insist 
that a handball must be deliberate 
in order to result in a free kick. If 
Griffiths Jones had been in charge 
when Australia played Ghana, then 


Harry Kewell might have stayed on 
the park, and Australia might have 
played deeper into the tournament. 

In the end, a draw was just about 
the right result. The standard of 
football (especially in the second 
half) was good and the crowd left 
both relieved and. satisfied, Eight 
and a half thousand made a lot of 
noise, and considering that the local 
competition is still being played, 
there are thousands more spectators 
likely to attend while the Mariners 
serve up this kind of entertainment.

‘Whitehurst, a journeyman striker described 
by Alan Hansen a8 the hardest man he played 
against, would give him a serious run for his 
money, Some might surmise that Whitehurst 
‘was the tnptepossessing evocation of a merci- 
fully bygone age of wanton thuggery. Others 
would simply say that he was an utter bas~ 
tard. 

Nobody would deny that he was seriously 

hard. He once apparently offered out the en- 
tire Crystal Palace side in the players’ lounge 
at Hull. When he was at Oxford, he was ra- 
mouted to be supplementing his weekly pay, 
and winding down, with some bare-knuckle 
tomfoolery with local gypsies. Neil Ruddock 
said that, when Billy whispered sweet prom- 
ises in his ear mid-match, “T used to start shak- 
ing”. 
Vinnie Jones, a colleague at Sheffield United, 
recalls in his autobiography how Billy nipped 
a burgeoning rumble with a phalanx of She 
field Wednesday fans in the bud by sparking 
out the opposition ringleader with “one of the 
best right-handers I have ever seen - inside or 
outside # ring”. During that spell at Sheffield 
United, he was sent out to roam the green with 
the explicit instructions fram his manager, 
Daye Bassett: “Go and eause some bollocks, 
Billy.” He so rarely disappointed.

Claudio Gentil 

If someone punches you by surprise, it 
doesn’t burt that much because it’s unex- 
pected; if someone tells you they’re going to 
punch you and then does so, it really smarts. 
‘The first example is playing football against 
everyone else; the second is playing football 
when you're being man-marked by Claudio 
Gentile, 

With Gentile, the ultimate symbol of Ital- 
ian cynicism, pain was always in the post, 
and usually by special delivery. He was a ce- 
lebrity stalker, whose target switched every 
‘week to the opposition’s best player. Gentile 
didn’t give a flyer about the narrative of the 
ame; his part was simply to stop his direct 
‘opponent by foul means or fouler. Nothing 
‘was off limits. He would spit in your face, or 
‘draw conclusions about your mother that even 
the Goldie Lookin’ Chain would balk at, And 
if he thought you looked in urgent need of a 
Prostate examination, well, why wait for the 
doctors? 

It was like working alongside someone 
rightinyourearallthetimejusttalkingincessant- 
lyaboutnothing. Only a lot worse. He did his 
most famous number on Maradona at the 1982 
World Cup, with a performance that would 
have come close to justifying the existence 
of 40 cameras wtith different porn angles, 
But Gentile didn’t discriminate: he would put 
as much time and effort into banjoing Peter 
Beardsley or even Cristiano Ronaldo’ as he 
would Maradona, And, without exception, 
they knew it was coming.

In shor is 2 football and Hollywood sar He 
holds the record for being the quickest player 
ever to be yellow-carded in a game of profes- 
sional soccer, “T must have been too high, too 
wild, to0 strong or too early, because, after 
three seconds, I could hardly have been too 
bloody late!”. He was booked 3 seconds into 
the game, He was sent off more than ten times.

Muscat was branded a “lowlife” and a “no- 
body” by ex-England striker Tan Wright, then 
of Nottingham Forest F.C., in September 1999. 
Wright claimed Kevin Muscat was about to 
shoot when Wright heard Dougie Freedman, 
Forest's other striker, shout “leave it”. Wright 
stepped over the ball to allow Freedman to hit 
it, bt instead Muscat (who had, according to 
Wright, merely impersonated Freedman) ap- 
peared to clear the ball, Nice one dude... 


‘Muscat has a reputation as a football ‘hard “ 


man’, and was dubbed the “most hated man in 
football” by then'Birmingham City F.C. play- 
er Martin Grainger in 2000, This was due to 
Kevin Muscat’s many encounters with oppos- 
ing players being apparently, unnecessarily, 
physically, dirty during play, Kevin Muscat 
has previously seriously injured both Craig 
Bellamy and Christophe Dugarry, the Istter in 
a friendly international between Australia and 
France national football team in 2001 with 
a erunching sliding tackle from behind. The 
French manager Roger Lemerre dubbed the 
tackle “an act of brutality®. Given the-‘friend- 
ly status’ of the match which was designed to 
prepare Australia for the two-legged playoff 
against Uruguay, Muscat had a lot to answer 
for but to no one in particular, Dugarry was 
sidelined with a serious knee ligament injury 
for several months. Many: people then sug- 
gested that Kevin Mascat should be banned 
for the period Dugarry was out for, however 
this was rejected by FIFA tribunal. There was 
speculation that Muscat’s temperament, his 
angst for Sunshine George Cross in the rel- 


.cgation zone, and Caroline Springs having 


no Springs or chicks called Caroline was the 
reason Kevin Muscat was never selected for 


inclusion in an Old Firm encounter during the 
season Kevin Muscat was at Rangers. Others 
‘say Muscat had the IQ of an infant and there- 
fore was not culpable, foible or genital. 

Tn 2004, a lawsuit on Muscat brought by 

former Charlton Athletic EC. player Matty 
Holmes, resulted in a settlement of £250,000 
plus costs in favour of Holmes, bringing the 
estimated settlement to around £750,000. Hol- 
mes had to have at least four major operations 
on his leg following a spagtastic tackle by 
Muscat in 1998. There were initial fears that 
Holmes’ leg might have to be amputated. The 
claim was settled at the High Court without 
any admission of liability. In-a Carling Cup tie 
while at Millwall, Kevin Muscat grabbed the 
throat of Liverpool striker Milan Baros. Pity 
he didn’t grab his nuts and enjoyed the fact 
that he had none. 
In December 2005, Kevin Muscat was the 
first A-League player called to appear before 
a Football Federation Australia disciplinary 
hearing in its inaugural season and was subse- 
quently suspended fortwo matches on grounds 
of “violent conduct”. He apparently “looked” 
at a player in the wrong tone of voice. In Oc- 
tober 2006 Muscat was involved in an inci- 
dent with then Adelaide United coach John 
Kosmina. Muscat entered Adelaide's techni- 
eal area and knocked Kosmina over while 
Muscat was “retrieving the ball” from under 
Kozzie’s chair. Kosmina responded by grab- 
bing Muscat by the throat. Kosmina was sent 
to the stands and Muscat received a yellow 
card. Kosmina was later suspended for a fur- 
ther four matches. In truth, Kosmina was only 
trying to chat up Kev, as Kev is quite a spunky 
Jad even without his 1995 mullet. 

Muscat’s dominant personality and aggtes- 
sive style has equally won admirers and de- 
tractors in the A-League, with former England 
international Terry Butcher stating,"Every 
manager in the A-League would love to have 
Kevin, and I’m no exception”.

Sanchez eamed his place after playing the 
ead role in the ‘battle of Santiago’, widely 
regarded as one of the dirtiest matches in the 
history of the world cup.

This was evident during a vital world cup 
qualifier in Sweden. Butcher had suffered 
a deep cut to his forehead, an injury so bad 
that most players would have simply left 
in the first available, ambulance. However, 
Butcher is made of sterner stuff and after a 
few impromptu stitches and a quick swath of 
bandages Butcher continued and won almost 
every header for the rest of the game. Butch- 
ers white England shirt covered in blood to a 
paint where it was almost red remains as a de- 
fining point for a true England legend. 

It’s not just the fact that he’s covered in 
blood, it’s the wild look in his eye — exag- 
gerated by the flash from the cameras ~ that 
makes this such an iconic moment. Was it 
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clever? Probably not, And there’s no way atef 
would let him keep playing in the 21st cen- 
tury. And the white shirt maybe makes it look 
a bitmore dramatic than it really was. But you 
can’t argue with the fact that Butcher knew 
he had an open head wound but kept head- 
ing away Swedish attacks regardless. I get the 
feeling he'd head away a brick if it dared enter 
the English penalty area. 


Armurse once cried when she saw what foot- 
ball had done to Mick Harford’s face, An er- 
rant Sam Allardyce elbow had left him with 
more than 100 stitches inside his mouth and 
out, And a tooth poking out of his top lip for 
good measure, 

The centre-forward took the pain, discharged 
himself and went home later that day. He re- 
turned to the game when his features could 
take another beating, Self-styled hard man 
Vinnie Jones shied away from ‘welcoming’ 
Harford into the Crazy Gang. He remains 
the only player never to have been initiated. 
No-one cut up Mick’s trousers, No-one let the 
tyres down on his car. 


He was a dominant force in football. wher- 
ever in the world he played but his status as 
a legend was cemented in England. It was 
also while playing for Manchester United 
that the fiery Frenchman was involved in 
the most controversial incident of his career, 
a flying kick to a fan.The kick eamed him a 
nine month suspension ftom football and he 
was benched by his team. The footballer was 
algo sentenced to two weeks in prison over 
the attack but this was reduced to 120 hours 
of community service as usually happens with 
famous people. 

The most interesting thing sbout this story 
is the fact that after a seemingly career ending 
assault on a fan, Cantona returned to play for 
United after his ban and won the Footballer of 
the Year award for the following year. Then in 
1997 he won the Premiership with United and 
annouiiéed his retirement from football at the 
age of 30. He is sugh an interesting footballer 
that he managed to make a comeback after 
that incident and became even more popular 
after it than he ever was before it. 


Harald ‘Toni’ Schumacher ~ 
She West Garmany goalkeeper fesured x 
his country at the Euro 1980 and 1984 finals 
but his main qualification for inclusion in-his 
list was his either shameful, or enigmatic as- 
sault on France's Patrick Baitiston at the 1982 
World Cup. He also went on to write an au- 
tobiography in which he claimed that many 
West German players/teammates were tak- 
ing banned substances, He finished his career 
in Turkey, where every week he apparently 
smacked some player in the nuts for getting to 
close to him on comers. Nice. 


Bert Trautmann 

Bernhard Trautman was born in Bremen in 
1923 and joined the Hitler Youth when he was 
10 years old, When asked why he did this he 
told them that they don’t understand the situ- 
ation which was there. You had to do it; you 
had no mind or decision of your own. He stat- 
ed further that his education began in England 
at the age of 22. When he was 18 he joined 
the Luftwaffe and trained as a paratrooper. His 


unit was sent to the Ukraine and they had to, 


mike lightening strikes on Red Army supply 
lines. He excellent, got promoted to corporal, 
then to sergeant and receive five medals in- 
cluding the Iron Cross. 

When Trautmann was posted to France in 
1944, he was fleeing from the American army, 
jumped of the fence and landed at the feet ofa 
British soldier who said to him, “Hello Fritz, 
Faney a cup of tea?” Priceless. He was kept 
in a POW camp in Cheshire, Lancashire and 
in 1948 was offered repatriation to Germany. 
He decided to stay, shortened his name to Bert 
sand was working on a farm, On the weekend 
he went to the local football team St. Helena 
‘Town. Within a year Manchester City, which 
in the First Division, asked him to join. The 
hatred for Trautman was terrible. The fans 
on the terrace were men who fought five years 


ago against the Nazi's and Trautmann was _ 


‘once a Nazi. The point also was that he didn’t 
give himself up; he was captured, 

Seventeen Minutes from time into the 
1956 FA Cup, Bert Trautman, became a leg- 
end. Birmingham City striker, Peter Murphy, 
rushed towards the Manchester City goal and

Bert Trautman the Goalkeeper saved the shot 
but the knee of Murphy smashed into his head. 
Trautmann’s neck was skewed horribly and he 
was unconscious. They revived Trautman and 
just with a dab of the ‘magic sponge’ he played 
the game till the end, On top of itall, he made 
several other great savings and they won 3- 
When he received the winner’s medal Prinz 
Philip asked him why his neck was crooked? 
Trautman answered, ‘stiff neck.’ Only after 
tree days was the full extent of the ‘stiffnneck’ 
realized. It showed, ona X-ray, thathis second 
of his vertebraeavas split in half, The reason 
for his survival was, that his third vertebrae 
had slammed against it and wedged fast. The 
doctor who saw the X-ray said, “you should 
be dead.” Traut was a true Kraut.

Arthur George, later Sir Arthur, 
was president of the Austra- 
lian Soccer Federation (ASF) for 
twenty years. He was acting presi- 
dent in 1968 and retired from the 
presidency in 1988, In that time 
he presided over the first qualifi- 
cation for the World Cup in 1974, 
the establishment of the National 
Soccer League in 1977, Australia’s 
membership of Oceania and the 
hosting of the World Youth Cup in 
1981, 

Born Athanasios Theodore Tzortzatos 
in 1915, the son of poor Greek migrants 
from the island of Kithira, he fought his 
way into the legal profession by dint of 
hard work and driving ambition after his 
father’s business collapsed during the 
Great Depression in 1933. By 1938 he 
had made enough to open his own office 
in Martin Place in Sydney. As one of the 
first lawyers with a Greek background, 
he quickly established a fiourishing 
practice among his fellow migrants, He 
soon diversified into real estate, house 
building, taxi cabs, trawlers and milk 
bars, setting up ambitious youngsters 
who did the work and made money for 
themselves and for him. 

In the post-war years he was in on 
the ground floor of the property boom 
in Sydney. He got into shopping centres 
in partnership with another dynamic mi- 
grant, Sir Peter Abeles, Having missed 
a formal university education, he en- 
dowed the Chair of Classical Archaeol- 
ogy at Sydney University and donated 
joan funds to a generation of students 
to give them the start which he had 
yeamed for. He was given a knighthood 
in 1972 for services to the university, to 
Greek interests in Australia and to sport. 
His business and legal career had its 
share of controversies, including deal- 
ings with reputedly shady operations in 
Greece during the rule of the colonels, 
disciplinary charges by the Law Society 
and eventual bankruptcy. He was still 
engaged in a legal battle with Soccer 
Australia in 1997 over funds he claimed 
to have loaned to the ASF before leaving 
office a decade earlier. 

Given his involvement in Greek af- 
fairs in Australia, it was probably inevi- 
table that George became involved with 
the Pan-Hellenic club, the precursor of 
Sydney Olympic, and through that with 
the New South Wales Federation of Soc- 
cer Clubs, where he became vice-presi- 
dent. He became acting president of the 
Australian Soccer Federation in 1968 
and succeeded Sir William Walkley as 
president in 1969, Under his leadership 
the Federation quickly appointed Rale 
Rasic as coach of the Socceroos, with 
the task of qualifying for the World Cup 
in West Germany in 1974. Despite the 
expense involved, Rasic was backed to 
take a squad of experienced and younger 
Players on an extensive overseas tour in 
1970 and the nucleus of the 1974 team 
emerged from that experience. The suc- 
cess in 1974 gave rise to expectations 
that Australia would continue be in- 
volved in World Cup final tournaments, 
but they were not fulfilled. 

Subsequently George and Rasic fell 
out, partly, according to Rale, because 
of his association with Gough Whit- 
lam and the Labor Party, while George 
was much more closely associated with 
the Liberals, Rasic’s criticisms of the 
football establishment of the day did 
not endear him to George. To be fair to 
George, however, he said of himself, ‘I 
make it my business to be friends with 
the premiers and politicans in most

states. It is important to have access to 
ministers and the people in power—not 
on a subversive basis but on a equality 
basis.’ = 

The ASF’s coaching appointments af- 
ter Rasic proved to be a series of disas- 
ters and George was largely responsible 
for some of them. George saw off a chal- 
lenge by Frank Lowy forihe presidency 
in the 1980s, If Lowy,bad gained the top 
job the history of the Australian game 
might have been different, but Lowy 
would have had to restructure the game 
as was planned in the Crawford report a 
generation*tater and that exercise would 
have been hard to carry out in the’ 1980s, 
Sir Arthur George tried to change the 
governance of the game but was unable 
to do so as the states and the clubs had 
a stranglehold on the voting structure of 
the Federation as a result of the way it 
was set up in 1958-63. - 

Most people did not appreciate the fi- 
nancial constraints under which the ASF 
operated when it came to fielding the na- 
tional teams. As George pointed out in 
1978, the recently concluded World Cup 
campaign had cost the ASF more than a 
quarter of a million dollars net, Air fareé 
and accommodation for match officials 
alone had absorbed over $40 000, which 
George pointed out was more than some 
European teams spent on the whole 
travel budget. 

Though the move to form a national 
soccer league sprang from the clubs, it 
was finally the ASF under George which 
brought the long-talked about project to 
fruition in 1977, overcoming strong ob- 
jections from Victoria in particular. Sir 
Arthur George was responsible for ob- 
taining much of the sponsorship support 
for both the National Soccer League and 
the Socceroos. 

Sir Arthur George had a vision for 


“the game, promoting young Australian- 


born players rather than mercenary 
migrants. He wanted each state to set 
up a yeuth squad following a common 
national program overseen by the na- 
tional coach, who would thus be a full- 
time employee and not just the man in 
charge of the Socceroos when they were 
playing matches. However, like many 
of his ideas this one foundered on the 
self-interests of the clubs and the states, 


Hamy His much-critieised appointment of Eric 


Worthington as the first National Coach- 
ing Director resulted in the ASF having 
one of the first strategic coaching plans 
for the development of players of any 
sport in Australia. One consequence of 
this was that when the Australian Insti- 
tute of Sport was set up, football became 
part of the program because of its lead- 
ership in the field of player and coach 
development. 

Sir Arthur George played a part on the 
international stage. He became a mem- 
ber of the FIFA Executive from 1980 to 
1984, even though for a brief period he 
had earlier pulled Australia out of the 
Oceania Confederation without secur- 
ing membership of the Asian Confed- 
eration as he-had hoped. He helped Aus- 
tralia gain the World Youth Cup, which 
it hosted with success in 1981. He was 
awarded the Order of Australia in 1987 
and the FIFA Gold Order of Merit in 
1994. He stepped down as President of 
the ASF in 1988, donating $300 000 to 
the Federation When he did so. 

George held the factions in the ASF 
together through a tumultuous period 
and, though some saw him as a dictator, 
his power to change the direction of the 
game wa’ actually much less than that 
of Frank Lowy today.

The Myth of Martin 0’Neill

When Samson, the Herculean 
figure, had his hair cut he lost his 
power. Now that Martin O'Neill 
has left Aston Villa, will they be 
significantly weaker? A 3-0 win 
on Saturday, against an inept 
West Ham United team, held few 
clues as to what the future may 
bring for the club following his 
departure. 

The news last Monday that Martin 
O'Neill (MON) had resigned from his 
post at Aston Villa took everyone by 
surprise. The timing —5 days before the 
start of the season —is just one strange 
element in the whole affair. O”Neill 
himself gave few clues in his parting 
statement as to the reasons. So, in an 
act of blatant speculation, I’m assum- 
ing this wasn’t a calculated move by 
MON, and that his resignatioi was a 
spontaneous thing. A popular school of 
thought is that MON wanted to spend 
the entire transfer fee for James Mil- 
ner on new signings, something which 
owner Randy Lemer would not allow. 
I can understand why O'Neill upped 
and left. The idea of selling one of your 
best players is one thing, but not us- 
ing the funds to buy a replacement will 
make it seem like Villa are cutting their 
wrists and donating the blood to City. 

But hold on, back up there one itsy- 
bitsy minute. The proposed deal was 
for James Milner to go to Man City and 
for Stephen Ireland to go in the oppo- 
site direction. This would see Villa get 
£18m and the City player, valuing Mil- 
ner at £26-£30million. This is a great 
deal for Villa. They get an international 
player who is only 23 and can play all 
over the midfield. Yes the southem 
Irishman does have a questionable 
temperament. He once got his girl- 
friend to lie to his international coach. 
The poor girl informed the Federation 
that Stephen Ireland’s granny had died. 
This was news to his granny who was 
alive and well. It wasn’t so much the 
lie, just the fact he made up something 
so completely stupid - and easily veri- 
fied. Hopefully this is because he only 
has a brain for football. 


A few days after the events, Randy 
Lerner himself made a statement to 
the press, part of which contained 
this quote, as taken from Eurosport. 
com: 

“As for explaining why Martin left, I 
can say only that we no longer shared 
a common view as to how to moye for- 
ward...” 

In short, they disagreed about money. 
One has to put all this into context. 
Football is a constant tug of will be- 
tween fans, coaches and owners and 
board members. On one hand we

have coaches like Harry Redknapp 
constantly whinging about not Raving 
funds and always needing a few more 
players to compete. 

Usually the fans, with a heavy dose 
of suspicions of the owners, take up the 
coach’s side. Guys like Redknapp need 
a strong chairman to hold him back 
by the collar, and maybe a muzzle to 
come to think of it. Other coaches, like 
Arsene Wenger and David Moyes, ac- 
cept the financial constraints of their 
clubs and work within them - seeing 
them as something of a challenge, 
and as something not worth complain- 
ing about because they cannot control 
them. It seems like MON wasn’t will- 
ing to go the Wenger and Moyes route, 
which is his prerogative. The problem 
itis easy to spend someone else’s mon- 
ey. We see what’tiappens when own- 
ers behave like fans and throw money 
around that the club hasn’t got — we 
get Leeds United and Portsmouth. This 
off-season Villa has been conspicuous 
by their absence in the transfer market 
and it’s not by accident, They need to 
sell to balance the books. 


When 
MON must have bean well aware of 
the financial situation at Villa, and 
the need to tighten the ship. How do 
I know this? Because, courtesy of a 
few clicks, I found out online. Accord- 
ing to the Guardian Villa have been 
making losses year on year and have 
a wage bill of £71m, 85% of the club’s 


tumover. This, if you didn’t know it, 
is the way to ruin a business. In fact, 
looking at O’Neill’s history in the 
transfer market, one would say that 
his-transfer policy contributed to the 
very situation that led to his resigna- 
tion. Let's look at the major comings 
and goings throughout his tenure. (All 
amounts approximate) 

His major sales include players like 
Gary Cahill (Sold to Bolton - £4m), 
Liam Ridgewell (Sold to Birmingham 
- £2m), Steven Davis (Fulham - £4m), 
Aaron Hughes (Fulham - £1m), Luke 
Moore (West Brom £3.5m), Thomas 
Sorensen (Released), Shaun Maloney 
(Celtic - £1m), Gareth Barry (Man City 
- £12m), Zat Knight (Bolton - £4m). 

Major singings include Stilian 
Petrov (£6.5m), John Carew (swap for 
Milan Baros), Ashley Young (£9.65m), 
Nigel Reo-Coker (£8m), Marlon Hare- 
wood (£3m), Curtis Davies (£7.5m), 
Steve Sidwell (£5m), Brad Friedel 
(£2m), Nicky Shorey (£3m), Luke 
Young (£5m), Carlos Cuellar (£7m), 
James Milner (£12m), Emile Heskey 
(£3.5m), Stewart Downing (£10m) Fa- 
bian Delph (£6m), Habib Beye (£2m), 
Stephen Warnock (£6m), James Col- 
lins (£5m), Richard Dunne (£6m) 

He spent something like £80m 
more than he brought into the club. 
Ok, there’s no doubt O’Neill has im- 
proved Villa and is an excellent coach 
who will get job offers elsewhere. But 
up to this point he seemed to get all 
the backing he needed, and the squad 


Villa has is in no small part due to the 
financial backing from Randy Lerner. 
The American has been in charge of 
Villa for four years and must have 
been alarmed at the massive debt and 
wages, especially given the lack of a 
trophy at Villa in MON’s reign. Some 
suggest that MON’s ambition out- 
stripped Randy Lerner’s. Complete 
rubbish. Ambition means having clear 
goals and working toyrds them. Ev- 
ery company has ambition but ambi- 
tion doesn’t require you to live beyond 
your means and accumulate debt to get 
there, It is a steady process of gradual 
achievement — and Villa is heading in 
the right direction — with or without 
the Irishman. O’Neill’s actions smack 
of spitting out the dummy like a spoilt 
child who can’t get his own way, and 
show complete disregard for the club’s 
plight. Did Alex Ferguson grumble 
when the £80m United got for Ronaldo 
wasn't spent? Did Moyes moan about 
not having all the £25m City paid them 
for Joleon Lescott? No. 

Now, it may be that MON was going 
to get part of that money to spend, or 
maybe none. It doesn’t matter. We live 
in the real world. A world of debt, of 
profit and loss - and villa are making 
losses. Lerner would be negligent if he 
ignored the debt and let his coach run 
up the wage bill further. And it’s not 
like other managers don’t have such 
constraints. When you think of Wenger 
at Arsenal and Moyes at Everton - both 
more established and longer tenured - 


you ‘d have to ask yourself what makes 
MON so precious that he shouldn’t be 
working under similar financial con- 
straints than these guys? 

But it’s time for Villa to put Delilah 
behind them and move forward. They 
need to choose the next manager care- 
fully. Some say they should sign a big 
name, because big names attract big 
naffic players. Rubbish, The last thing 
Villa needs is big name players with 
big wages. 

Some say if Kevin McDonald wins 
the next few games he could be a sur- 
prise appointment. The success rate of 
EPL assistants after being promoted to 
the top job from within is pretty poor 
so J expect Villa to look for a chief and 
not promote the Indian, MON has left a 
good squad and the next coach should 
be.able to get them into the top six. 
One thing is certain: the next manager 
of Villa will not have the same pow- 
ers and access to Lerner’s wallet as 
O'Neill enjoyed. 


On a not so lighter note spare a 
thought for Craig Bellamy and Shay 
Given at Manchester City, 

Given intimated he’d be looking for 
a transfer if/he wasn’t first choice in 
the game against Spurs. Poor guy, He 
could be seen on the bench with a re- 
signed smirk on his grill after one of 
Joe Hart’s several man of the match 
saves, 

There can be no way back for Shay 
at City if Hart is the number one, es- 
pecially after his comments. At 34 he 
still has a lot to offer the league and has 
beefi one of the best ‘keepers.around, 

Spare an even bigger thought for Bel- 
lamy. One of City’s better players last 
year with double figures in goals and 
assists and his reward is not getting a 
squad number and being told he can 
leave. After playing only 80 minutes 
of football in pre-season Craig saw 
the writing on the wall but that doesn't 
make the taste any less bitter. I feel for 
Craig. Last season he lived up to the 
hype that has followed him throughout 
his career and now becomes surplus 
to requirements. How utterly ironic. 
He wants to go to Spurs, according to 
reports, but City will not let him go to 
a direct top 4 rival. Where does that 
leave not only Craig but also Shay? 1 
have the answer~ Newcastle United. 
Both played there before and both will 
relish playing in front of 52,000 peo- 


ple. If City donates both on loan it'll 


be for a good cause, keeping the Mag- 
pies in the EPI. and though they won't 
be competing for honours on Tyneside 
they'll feel they’re at a bigger club 
than City.

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Can anyone stop The Chels? 


As | write, the 2010-2011 Eng- 
lish Premier League season is 
just hours away from kicking 
off, and it promises to be one 
of the most exciting league 
seasons seen on these shores. 
Chelsea, the champions from 
last season, are strong favou- 
rites with most bookmakers to 
win back to back titles, but are 
they really the stand out favou- 
rites for the championship? 
Well quite simply put yes they are. 
In recent weeks I have written about 
title contenders Arsenal, Manchester 
City and Tottenham, and have argued 
that they do all have a shot at finishing 
top of the league this season. And of 
course, last years second best team, 
Manchester United, will always be 
in title contention, But having said 
that, with the first ball to be kicked 
in anger just hours away, most peo- 
ple, myself included, simply cannot 
see past Chelsea becoming Premier 
League Champions yet again. 
Chelsea can be described as a team 
which has several strengths but few 
glaring weaknesses. In recent sea- 


in all facets of the game, and they 
have shown a will and conviction to 
be the best that has only really been 
matched by their closest contenders 
Manchester United. 

If we are to compare the current 
Chelsea team, and their chances of 
winning the title, with the team which 
completed the double last year, then 
the best place to start would be to com- 
pare the two squads. Over this trans- 
fer window Chelsea have lost several 
players which have instrumental in 
many of their recent successes. Joe 
Cole has left for Liverpool, Deco and 
Ballack have put their underwhelm- 
ing English careers to bed and have 
left the country for pastures new, and 
Ricardo Carvalho has joined up with 
former Chelsea boss Jose Mourinho 
at Real Madrid, In response Chelsea 
have brought in just Yossi Benayoun 
from Liverpool and Brazilian Ramires 
from Benfica. 

On the surface it would appear that 
they have lost some squad depth, yet 
actually they have replaced quantity 
with quality. As much as many Chel- 
sea and England fans would like you 
to believe that he was still in his prime, 
Joe Cole has not had a good season 
for several years now. Much of this

has been due to what seems to be a 
conyeyor belt of injuries, but the fact 
remains that his impact for both club 
and country over the last two years 
has been minimal, so his loss should 
mean little. And then there is Deco 
and Ballack, who came with glowing 
reputations but delivered little in their 
whole time at the London club, and 
whose international teams are actu- 
ally better without them being there, 
as the Germans proved at the World 
Cup without their captain. 

And what Chelsea have replaced 
these three midfielders with is two 
players of real quality and promise. 
Yossi-Benayoun proved at West Ham 
that he can perform week in and week 
out, and at Liverpool he proved that he 
could have a real impact coming off 
the bench. Many times it was only he 
and Steven Gerrard who carried any 
attacking threat for the underperform- 
ing Merseyside giants last season, and 
although he will not start too much 

can see him coming off the bench 
to help Chelsea unlock stubborn de- 
fences with his intelligence and clever 
movement. In Ramires Chelsea have 
acquired a much heralded young tal- 


ent, and he will bring tireless energy 
to what was starting to become an 
aging midfield. With Ramires, Lam- 
pard, Essien and Mikel Chelsea have 
four top midfielders, who if rotated 
correctly could dominate the league 
this year. 

The losswf Carvalho could be more 
impactful to the Chelsea team, as he 
and John Terry have been one of the 
best defensive partnerships that the 
Premier League has seen. Yet in Alex 
there is a ready made replacement, as 
he played much of last season in place 
of Carvalho, and has proved himself 
to be good enough to play as a starter 
for the top team in the country. And 
Chelsea still have two of the best full 
backs in England, Cole and Ivanovic, 
as well as one of the best goalkeepers 
in the world in Petr Cech. 

So all in all I think this year’s squad 
is actually better than last years, which 
suggests that they indeed should be 
favourites for the title. They still look 
strong defeisively, their midfield is 
shaping up to be the best in the coun- 
try, and they still have all their attack- 
ing talent which was so prominent last 
year. I do feel that Chelsea could be a 


little sparse when it comes to goals up 
front, but I also thought that last year 
when they proceeded to score over 
100 goals. 

In comparison, both United and 
Arsenal have also only made small 
changes to their squads, which im- 
plies that there is no reason to say that 
they could challenge Chelsea any bet- 
ter than they did last time round. And 
although both Liverpool and Man- 
chester City have made major okang- 
es, the impact of these alterations still 
remains to be seen. So with that being 
said it is completely right that Chelsea 
should be favourites to win the title. 

However, it’s not all as simple as 
that. Chelsea are, and deserve to be 
favourites going into the new Premier 
League season. Yet in no-way do I 
believe it to be a forgone conclusion 
that Chelsea win back to back titles. 
Last season demonstrated that the gap 
between the top few clubs, Chelsea, 
Manchester United, Arsenal and Liv- 
erpool and the clubs just below them, 
Manchester City, Tottenham, Aston 
Villa and Everton, is getting increas- 
ingly smaller, And for me it would 
not be beyond the realms of possibility 


for more than just the usual suspects 
to challenge for the Premier League 
crown. And with more people chal- 
lenging at the top the odds of Chel- 
sea successfully“defending their title 
become lessened, And, as any fan of 
the Premier League knows, any time 
United fail to win the title they always 
come back next season stronger, hun- 
grier and bettgr. 

T also earlier pointed out that the 
Chelsea squad is not as deep as it was 
last year. I feel that a few injuries to 
key men, mainly Drogba, Lampard, or 
Ceth, could havecirastic consequenc- 
es for the reigning champions, as their 
main replacements right now seem to 
be relatively untested, inexperienced 
youngsters who almost certainly will 
not be able to perform at tle level of 
the men that they are replacing. Of 
course injuries could be a factor for 
any team, but in my opinion they could 
affect this Chelsea team more than if 
it happened to their main rivals. 


And of course there remains the dis- 
traction of the Champions League. 
Chelsea owner Roman Abramovich 
has made no secret of the fact that he 
wants this title more than any other, 
and has specifically bréught in coach- 
es to attain this prize for his club. If 
Chelsea have success in Europe it 
could prove a distraction from league 
duties, and with so many potential 
competitors for the championship it is 
a strong possibility that Chelsea could 
have to favour Champions League 
glory over retaining their Premier 
League crown, as it will be very dif- 
ficult to maiiffain dominance in both - 
competitions. 

Tn summary, Chelsea are, and com- 
pletely should be, favourites to retain 
their title this year, Their squad is 

better than what they had last season, 
and their new additions look like they 
could make a massive impact. Yet 
this season should prove to be the 
most competitive Premier League 
season in history, and with so many 
games to play, with so many distrac- 
tions, there is no way that anyone can 
predict definitively who will win this 
years league title. All I can predict 
is that it’s going to be really exciting 
finding out.

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The Zois Ruling

Some football pundits may re- 
member the exploits of the infa- 
mous Belgian player Jean-Marc 
Bosman. The former Standard 
Liége midfielder was a reason- 
able footballer, having played for 
his country at youth level and 
amassing almost one-hundred ap- 
pearances with one of Belgium's 
foremost clubs. But what Bosman 
is most remembered for is the Eu- 
ropean Court of Justice ruling in 
1995, which ultimately allowed for 
the free movement of uncontract- 
ed players between football clubs 
in Europe. 

Not ta be outdone by their European 
Contemporaries, Football Federation 
‘Australia have handed down a landmark 
ruling of their own in early August, al- 
lowing for the unprecedented scenario of 
a player being able to register and play 
for two clubs =at the same time. In years 
to come, this may well be coined the 
Zois ruling — and could change the very 
nature of how footballers are contracted 
to clubs in this country, xt 

Barlier this year, Peter Zois signed a 
one-year contract with South Melbourne 
and has played in every official match 
but one, including the club's historic 
first match in the Singapore Cup. The 
day before the A-League season kicked 
off, Zois signed a one-year deal for new 
A-League franchise Melbourne Heart 
where he has been employed as Goal- 
keeper Coach. 

‘The question regarding his current con- 
tractual status is a baffling one, perfectly 
illustrated when you examine his playing 
record for the month of August thus far,

An Ipiriguing scenario to say the least, 
and South Metbourne’s upcoming Pre- 
mier League finals campaign could re- 
sult in an even bigger twist to this tale.

the world of football. In Italy and some 
South American countries for instance, 
the concept of co-ownership is 
tice that is widely implemented. The 
most common example cited in recent 
times was that of Brazil's Adriano, who 
was co-owned by both Inter Milan and 
Parma. Inter essentially sold half of its 
share of Adriano to Parma, who were 
able to play the player in return for cov-, 
ering his wages. This is the major point 
of difference: Despite being owned by 
two clubs, Adriano could only ever play 
for one club under the terms of this ar- 
tangement. 

‘The topic of disciplinary suspension is 
one that is mote complex. In Europe for 
instance, suspension in domestic leagues 
does not carry through to UEFA compe- 


tition, Wayne Rooney may receive a red 
card for Manchester United in the Eng- 
lish Premier League, but his suspension 
does not apply to the European Cham- 
pions League. Thus, if Peter Zois were 
red carded for South Melbourne in the 
VPL, his eligibility in the Singapore Cup 
in October would be unaffected, as his 
penalty would only be served domesti- 
cally. 

However, using the example above, if 
Wayne Rooney were to receive a lengthy 
suspension, he would be ineligible for 
any domestic cup competitions which 
fall under the English FA's jurisdic. 
tion, This mirrors the scenario of the

MACKENZIE AT LARGE 


BAILEY Wright had a superb se- 
nlor,debut for Preston North End 
last week in Its 5-0 Carling Cup 
away win over Stockport County. 

‘The teenager was thrown into the deep 
end after injuries and international call- 
ups decimated the Deepdale outfit’s de- 
fence and in front of a crowd of 3724 at 
Edgeley Park he proved to one and all 
just what an outstanding prospect he is. 

Ifthis had been a boxing match Wright 
would have been a pronounced outsid- 
er. In the red corner stands a 183cm, 
83kg 18-year-old from Australia who 
14 months ago was playing for Lang- 
warrin in Victoria's State One compe- 
tition with a club CV that includes a 
stint with Mornington’s under-134 and 
a spell with Dandenong Thunder. 

In the blue corner is 31-year-old 
Dubliner Barry Conlon, a 191m, 89kg 
hard-nosed pro who has plied his trade 
as striker with QPR, Manchester City, 
Southend, York, Darlington, Barnsley, 
Mansfield, Bradford and Grimsby and 
can also fay claim to loan spells with 
Plymouth, Colchester, Rotherham and 
Chesterfield, 

But halfway through the second half, 
Stockport manager Paul Simpson threw 
in the towel and dragged Conlon from 
what had become a no-contest, 

Preston manager Darten Ferguson, 
whose father and Man U icon Sir Alex 
was an interested onlooker, had no 
doubts that Wright would acquit him- 
self well. 

“Bailey was different clasd. I had no 
hesitation in playing him tonight,” said 
the Preston gaffer after the match, 

“Ho's got the tight temperament and 
he’s aggressive. He was playing against 
a seasoned pro in Barry Conlon tonight 
and I think Conlon was sick and tired of 
him by the time he came off.” 

When f contacted Wright last week 
he was particularly pleased that the de- 
fence had kept a clean sheet and that 
he never allowed Conlon to intimidate 
him, 

“He's obviously quite a big, strong 
and experienced centre forward but 
I thought I marked him pretty well. 
‘There was a little bit of push and shove 
betweenus af times but no verbal stuff 
whatsoever,” said Wright. 

“T started off « little bit nervous but 
once the nerves went I began to play 
my normal game and I thought I did 
‘well. 

“The players and coaches during the 
gaine were really good and helped me 
to settle, Callum Davidson (Preston left 
back and club captain) was really en- 
couraging and helped me out by giving 
me plenty of tips and information be~ 
fore the gamé, during the warm-up and 


throughout the game. 

“When you’ve got coaches and players 
giving you that sort of support it makes 
it a lot easier to go out and play the way 
you know you can.” 

Wright is in the second year of a two- 
year scholarship and his stated aim is 
to try and get a pro contract at Preston. 
He's level-headed enough to know that 
there will be times that he'll play in the 
youth and reserve teams this season and 
is acutely aware that his level of com- 
mitment can't drop off during those 
periods. 

“It's all happened so quickly for me 
over here but I’ve really enjoyed it and 
1 only hope it keeps going well. I have 
to make sure I perform week-in week- 
out if I’m going to get another chance 
to impress with the first team.” 

And that chance of another first team 
start may not be that far away. On Sat- 
urday Preston got rolled 4-0 by Swan- 
sea in their league clash with Wright 
sitting on the bench throughout. 

After losing the season opener at 
home 2-0 to Doncaster Rovers, Preston 
now has suffered its first back-to-back 
defeats at the start of a season for 21 
years and has not won on the road in its 
last 10 attempts. 

And just in case anyone's wondering 

if there is any significance to Wright's 
senior squad number of 42, there isn’t. 
No connection with Collingwood’s late 
great Darren Millane or to the “Hitch- 
hiker’s Guide to the Galaxy”. 
“Nah, 42 was just the first team squad 
number I was given even though my 
training kit number is 56. It doesn’t 
bother me what number I am.”

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RELEGATION RESCUE FOR RAIDERS =

Sky rockets, flares and fire crack- 
ers were part of post match cel- 
ebrations as Raiders narrowly 
avoided relegation in a score- 
less draw with Cumberland 
United Foxes at the Croatian 
Sports Centre the match dedi- 
cated to clubman John Walker 
who had recently passed away. 
The draw was enough to see 
the club survive and stay up in 
the Super League just by the 
skin of their teeth. 


It was a hard fought draw as the 
Foxes, whose drop down to Pre- 
mier League had already been de- 
termined quite a few wecks earlier, 
played their usual very tough brand 
of football to try to spoil the party 
for the homeside, particularly in 
the second half.

United at McKellar Park giving the 
2009 treble winners a five point 
lead at the head of the Gatorade 
Premier League table with only 
two matches remaining. 

A goal from substitute Paul Ivanic, who 
collected a through ball and thumped a 
low left foot drive beyond the reach of 
Rohan Shepherd in the Belconnen goal 
to send the visiting support into frenzy 
five minutes from time, completed a 
memorable evening for the visitors. 

Earlier it had seemed that the Blue 
Devils would be the ones celebrating as 
they took the match to their opponents 
sneaking into the lead three minutes 
before the interval thanks to an oppor- 
tunistic strike from Dustin Wells.

Plenty of drama in the penultimate 
found of the Victorian Women’s 
Premier League, with late goals 
deciding the outcome of all four 
matches.

Mean- 
while Fawkner, Bulleen and 
Pascoe Vale all dropped points 
in a round that saw the race for 
the coveted second promotion 
Spot open up even more. 

Pascoe Vale’s promotion hopes 
were dealt a blow as they slumped to 
a disappointing 2-1 defeat at home to 
St.Albans, a result which now sees 
them sitting in 6th place with three 
points separating them and second 
placed Bulleen. Pascoe Vale went 
into the game having suffered inju- 
ries to two of their recognized de- 
fenders, and they were forced into a 
daring tactical re-shuffle, deploying 
just the three men in defence. 

The two sides were also at the 
mercy of horrific conditions with 
rain and blustery winds combining 
to make it a most unpleasant after- 
noon for both players and fans, but 
the weather did hand Pascoe Vale an 
early gift when Jason Principato's 
first half cross swerved wildly and 
flew into the net past a despairing 
St.Albans goalkeeper. However, 
the home side were unable to make 
the most of their 1-0 half-time lead, 
with Goran Jozeljic pulling one back 
for the visitors before Michael Grgic 
stunned the Vale with a 90th minute 
winner. 

George Kakaletsis lamented on 
the ongoing injury crisis which has 
severely compromised his side’s sea- 
son, ‘We're even worse off than we 
were last week. 1 know I say this 
every week, and eyeryone’s got inju- 
ties, but we went into the game with 
two recognized defenders missing. 
We really wanted the three points 
yesterday, and we were forced to 
gamble a little bit and play three at 
the back.” * 

However, Pascoe Vale’s season 
is far from over in what has been 
a remarkably tight division, and 
Kakaletsis knows that his charges 
still have ample opportunity to secure 
promotion this season. ‘We’re still in 
it. We still have to.play Bulleen and 
we're quite confident against bulleen 
at home, and we’ve also got Spring- 
vale at home. To be honest I’m quite 
confident going into every game be- 
cause we have a good side. Some of 
the other results went our way and 
we're still in it.’ 

Bulleen Lions went to Kevin Bar- 
tlett Reserve surely viewing Clifton 
Hill as reasonably easy pickings in 
their quest to put a buffer between 
themselves in the pack of clubs chas- 
ing 2nd place. However, as has hap- 
pened so often this season in this un- 
predictable division, the less fancied 
side made a mockery of the form- 
book with a spirited display that 
earned them a valuable point. 

Steven Mrkela gave his team the 
advantage in the 35th minute as his 


free-kick nestled in the back of the” 


net, however the Bulleen keeper had 
a legitimate complaint against the 
three-men who made up the wall. 
Junior Adielson then restored parity 
twenty minutes into the second half 
as his cheeky free-kick curled around 


the wall along the ground and beat 
the bemused Clifton Hill keeper. 

Both sides had everything to play 
for in the final half an hour with 
Bulleen chasing promotion at one end 
and Clifton Hill attempting to avoid 
relegation at the other, but despite 
some vibrant football neither team 
were able to claim the three points. 
The match was played in conditions 
that were entirely un-conducive to 
Bulleen’s European style of play, 
and Nick Crivelli acknowledged this 
fact after the game. “The ground was 
probably the biggest downplayer of 
it all, it wasn’t in good condition and 
we couldn’t really show our quality. 
But we still had our chances and we 
couldn’t put them away.’ The Lions 
have a chance to make amends when 
they play Gus McLeod’s stutter- 
ing Langwarrin side next week, and 
Crivelli expects his side to make a 
better fist of their defensive pressing 
game, ‘We need to put on a lot more 
pressure. If you pressurize well and 
force them to make mistakes- well 
that’s the secret to winning games.’ 

Meanwhile the all-conquering 
Springvale White Eagles side made 
the most of other results with a com- 
prehensive 3-1 win over Langwar- 
rin that now takes them five points 
clear at the top of the league. Caleb 
Nichols continued his outstanding 
form for Langwarrin with a first half- 
goal that saw the two sides go into 
the half-time break at a 1-1 deadlock, 
but the White Eagles class and poise 
ultimately came to the fore as they 
ran out 3-1 winners. Rados Tomic 
scored what must have been a satis- 
fying goal against his former club. 

Gus McLeod was philosophical 
about the result after the game, pay- 
ing tribute to the quality of the table- 
topping Sprintgvale side. ‘White 
eagles were the better side so we’ve 
got no complaints at all. The reason 
they’re top-of the league is because 
they’re a very good side, and that’s 
also the reason there’s 10 points be- 
tween us and them.’ To outside ob- 
servers Langwarrin would appear to 
have lost their way this season, with 
promotion appearing to be a very re- 
alistic target for them a mere month 
ago. 

However McLeod has no complaints 
about the course his side’s season has 
taken, hinting that his club's internal 
ambitions for this term were not as 
lofty as was thought. ‘The Preston 
result means we can’t get relegated, 
so we're happy just to stay here next 
year and we’ll just regroup. We’ve 
gota very young side so we’re build- 
ing a team here. There’s also plenty 
of teams below us who'd like to be 
in our position. It’s a competitive 
league, and to be honest we just 
didn’t have the personnel to get pro- 
moted but all credit to the teams that 
are battling up there.” 

In other results, Malvern City in- 
flicted a shock 4-2 reverse on Faw- 
kner Blues which lifts them off the 
foot of the table, while lowering Faw- 
kner to fifth. Meanwhile Whittlesea 
and Preston fought out a 0-0 draw 
and Lorenz Kindtner’s Western Sub- 
urbs hammered North Geelong War- 
riors in a stunning 4-1 performance 
that now places them level on points 
with second placed Bullen.

The final round of the 2010 AVPL 
home and away season saw Bentle- 
igh Greens host Richmond. 

Bentleigh needed points to secure their top 
flight status, though a vital point in a mid- 
week 1-1 drawewith Northcote City meant 
that if both Sunshine George Cross apd Al- 
tona Magic lost their final games the Greens 
would be safe regardless of this match.
